WAR WAS MADE UPON THE 
UNITED STATES 


Ba Fs

It is a matter of history that WAR 
‘WAS MADE upon the United States 
by the Imperial German Govern- 
ment. The ruthless submarine war- 
fare against neutrals was destined 
to involve the United States in war; 
every murder of Americans on the 
high seas by the Germans was an 
act of war against America; this 
policy of Germany alone was suffici- 
ent cause for the United States to 
take up arms in defense of the prin- 
ciples of justice. But to show how 
Germany further made war upon our 
government let us look into German 
diplomacy during the first period of 
the war. While our government 

‘hb Ger- 

to the United States was carrying 
on a system of intrigue against our 
nation; it is a matter of record that 
Germany tried to induce Japan to 
turn on the United States by join- 
ing with Mexico in a war from Mexi- 
can soil against the United States. 
In this effort to stir up Mexico and 
Japan to warfare against our coun- 
try we see what is recognized clear- 
ly in international law as an act of 
war against the United States by the 
Imperial German Government. The 
intriguing of Germany in Mexico 
was a sufficient cause for America’s 
taking her position among the Al- 
lies against a common despicable 
foe. 

There are a number of vital is- 
sues in this war. The value of na- 
tional promises is now questioned; 
are treaties between nations to be 
observed? Germany with many oth- 
er nations signed the treaty to keep 
Belgium neutral. This treaty had 
been observed for seventy-five years. 
In July, 1914, the question of Bel- 
gium’s neutrality came to the fore. 
England and France refused to vio- 
late the treaty by agreeing to re- 
spect Belgium’s integrity. Not so 
Germany; the Imperial German 
Chancellor announced the first day 
the Germans crossed the Belgian 
border that “our troops are already 
in Belgium; I know it is wrong, but 
necessity knows no law.” And the 
Germans took the attitude which 
makes them despicable among all 
civilized peoples that “treaties 
mere scraps of paper.” 

The status of the small countries 
of the world is now hanging in the 
balance. Shall the strong powers 
of the world be permitted to 
press, overrun, or exterminate 
weak? This is a war for the de- 
fense of the weak. Belgium has 
been seized contrary to the rules of 
international law; but more has been 
done. Her cities have been devas- 
tated; her citizen non-combatants 
murdered, tortured, and enslaved; 
excessive indemnities ‘have been ex- 
torted from her cities; while thou- 
sands of her people have been de- 
ported. The same sort of inhumane 
treatment has been meted out to 
the Poles, the Serbs, the Russians, 
and the Rumanians. Shall a_ power- 
ful nation be permitted to outrage a 
small nation? is now being deter- 
mined on the western front. 

Shall we have a community of na- 
tions, or will one power dominate 
the world? This is an important is- 
sue in the world war. The German 
kaiser has been worshipping the 
spirits of the world conquerors of 
the past. He has invoked the spirits 
of Alexander, of Caesar, of Napol. 
eon, and of Attila, the Hun. He has 
sought to succeed where they fail-

Democratic(?) Germany 

This is a country of beautiful, .I 
may say charming, aspect, good 
roads and many poor people. There 
are comparatively few of the middle 
classes. I was going to speak of 
the roads, but have run into another 
letter. Speaking of classes 
makes me want to write of what an 
American must see more pronounc- 
edly than anything else, and that is 
the class distinction. The poor man 
is in a class by himself. He doesn’t 
get into the sphere of the middle 
class. Custom forbids the associa- 
tion of the man who employs with 
the man who is employed. A _ su- 
perintendent in a factory is known 
as a director. Each factory has a 
number of directors, or the heads 
of various departments. These are 
known as “herren” or gentlemen, the 
others are merely workmen. A herr 
has nothing to do with those under 
him in a social way—in fact there 
is as little social recognition as 
there is between absolute strangers. 
When the workman meets his su- 
perior he takes off his hat. In 
most instances there is no recogni- 
tion on part of the herr, or merely 
an incoherent grunt. This is the 
custom, and though the superinten- 
dent may desire to be friendly and 
congenial to the class to which he 
once beolnged, he cannot do so and 
retain his station in life. The rich 
people, or factory owners, are again 
in a class by themselves, whose 
gates are open only to those of their 
easte.

I 
asked the reason why, and was told 
that the men were working in the 
factories, and work in the fields only 
after work hours and on Sundays 
when necessary. Every farmer lives 
in the village, in fact, there is al- 
most a continuous string of towns 
throughout this whole country. You 
can hardly tell where one town be- 
gins and another one ends. Here 
you see no isolated farm homes like 
the states. The custom 
of every one living in villages pre- 
vails generally in Europe and is a 
relic of the early days when this 
was a fat field for pirates 
Methods here 
are not as primitive as in other 
parts of Germany, though practical- 
ly all farm work is done by hand. 
You see a dozen men and women 
working on a piece of land of less 
than an acre, and you see cows 
hitched onto carts. 

The most primitive thing I have 
seen, however, is a large hound 
hitched to one side of a cart and a 
woman on the other, and together 
they were pulling a jag of vegeta- 
bles to town. This I saw on my 
way from Berlin here about three 
weeks ago. In the market place of 
Berlin it is nothing out of common 
to see dogs hitched to carts, but I 
confess that this is the first instance 
that I ever saw a woman put along 
side of a dog. I have known wom- 
en in the states being hitched to 
jackasses (matrimonially) but this 
certainly was a new revelation.

Upon arriving 
at San Francisco we proceeded to 
Pier 7, which is one of 54 along the 
water front. From there we were 
placed on ships, those coming from 
foreign ports and those to sail for 
do guard duty. We 
guard ships from all over the world, 
seeing that nothing takes place on 
or about them that would hamper 
shipping in any way whatsoever. 
This was entirely new and also 





strange to me, but as the days of 
guarding grew into weeks, my liking 
for the work grew accordingly and 
now | enjoy the work a. great deal. 

The men are divided into crews 
of four and seven men, one man in) 
each case acts as petty officer, he be- 
ing held responsible for the crew’s 
action and work. The small crews 
are placed on sailing ships and small 
steam schooners while the large ones 
on passenger and freight carrying 
ships. The watches are arranged 89 
that a man stands four hours and, 
then is off eight, which he has to 
himself. Most of the fellows like 
to sleep then as the repetition of 
four on and eight off gets rather, 
tiresome.: A crew is on a ship for, 
six days, then is released and given, 
liberty, varying from twelve to twen- | 
ty hours at a time. When the lib- | 
erty is over they return to headquar- | 
ters for six days more of guarding 
and so it goes. '
